Moscow, March 22.— (By the Asseci- 
ated Press.)——-The Germans have al- 
ready established through railway con- 
nections between the distriete they 
have eceupied and Berlin and sere 
flooding the occupied towns with Ger- 
man goods, especially clothing and 
hosiery. 

Russians who had managed to leave 
Kiev, Mohilev, Narva, Reval and other 
occupied cities all tell the same story. 
At Narva the Germans established 
clothing, chemical and photographic 
supply factories. At Reval they are 
reopening the woolen mills and forc- 
ing the Russians to work. Raw mate- 
rial for the new industries is being 
obtained from the Ukraine. 

At Narva the prices of clothing and 
other manufactured articles dropped 
fifty per cent after the German occu- 
pation. 

Russian soldiers are being fed to 
clean out the railway stations, the 
general sanitary conditions are being 
improved everywhere and idlers are 
deing forced to work. Cab men are 
beaten by German officers if they re- 
fuse to drive rapidly. Offenders are 
arrested and severely punished for 
expectorating in public places. 
REICHSTAG COMMITTEE 
APPROVES RUSS PACTS. 

Amsterdam, March 22.—After a long 
discussion yesterday the reichstag main 
committee, a Berlin dispatch reports, 
approved the peace and commercial 
treaties with Russia. 

A resolution was adopted calling 
upon the government to obtain a guar- 
antee for German financial claims, in 
return for reciprocal action on the part 
of Germany.

The prefect of Nancy has placed over 
the aves of more than a score of 
American soldiers buried a short dis- 
tance back of the lines in the Toul 
sector great bouquets of natural and 
artificial roses. On the ribbons with 
which the roses were tied is this in-

‘have died on the field of honor.” 

The aves lie in two double lines, 
some them being freshly made. Each 
has over it a little rude wooden cross 
upon which is one of the two identifi- 
cation discs soldiers wear around their 
necks. The other disc is buried with 
the soldier’s body. The graves are lo- 
cated within range of the enemy's guns 
and amid fields of barbed wire entan- 
glements extending as far as the eye 
can see.

He told how; although Peachtree, the 
most traveled thoroughfare in the 
entire south, is full of holes, yet, when 
the city asked for bids for its paving 
only one contractor entered a bid, and 
this one for only a part of the work. 
He said that this was due, he had Deen 
told, to the fact that contractors said 
it took four or five years to get their 
money from Atlanta. He pointed out 
how Augusta, a city with double the 
bonded ‘indebtedness of Atlanta, with a 
‘recent expenditure of 000,000. for 


Jlevees along the Savannah river, ‘with 


a tax rate of 1.786 compared to Atlan- 
ta’s 1.25, none one-fiftieth as able to 
meet obligations as Atlanta, had re- 
cently secured ten bids for street pay- 
ing and had awarded a contract 
amounting to $285,000. 

Mr. Howell stated that it was not 
because Atlanta was too poor. In- 
stead, he said, this is ane of the richest 
cities in the world. It is due, he de- 
clared, to the archaic charter which 
presents the city to the outside world 
as a miser and pauper. 

The next speaker was John S. Cohen, 
editor of The Journal, who after in- 
dorsing the matter of a new charter, 
urged the election of councilmen by 
the entire city instead of by wards, 
as at present. 

He stated that he was proud of what 
the city had accomplished and prouder 
still of its reputation for treating the 
soldiers in training better than any 
other city in the country. He said, 
however, that in one respect the city 
had failed, and that was in the mat- 
ter of transportation for them between 
the city and Camp Gordon. He stated 
that while nineteen-twentieth of the 
men at the camp were strangers to 
this part of the world, fully one-half 
of them have not yet seen Atlanta. He 
said that out of 250,000 inhabitants of 
the city, 225,000 have not been to Camp 
Gordon.

This is the sort of thing Nopoleon did, 
when he was master of Europe.

It was 
in this fashion that Napoleon annexed Hol- 
land, Hamburg, Danzig, the Illyrian provinces. 
There is only one difference between the Na- 
poleonic performance and the contemporary 
Hohenzollern method. Napoleon brought 
better government and greater liberties to 
the people of the countries which he occu- 
pied, Germany has brought only famine, hun- 
ger, misery. Wherever a German army has 
been there is ruin, agony, shame.

What Napoleon did in Germany, Germany 
is now doing in Russia, and the same method 
is similarly expressed in France and in Bel- 
gium. Aside from the fact that the great 
emperor respected the conventions of the 
civilized world of his day and the French 
armies were composed of Frenchmen and not 
of Germans, the parallel in perfect.

CHURCH ADVERTISING. 


The sub-commission on “religious public- 
ity” of the Protestant Church congress, re- 
cently, through its chairman, Rev. Dr 
Charles Stelzle, of New York, submitted a 


report strongly urging protestant pastors 
throughout the land to more freely employ 
newspaper advertising space in the prosecu- 
tion of their church work. 


“The newspaper,” argues the report— 


“reaches more people than can be reached 
in any other way with the expenditure 
of the same amount of money,” says the 
report. 

“The church usually pays regular 
rates for every other commodity required 
in the mairftenance of its work—coal, gas, 
furniture, literature. Why should it 
not pay for advertising space, the com- 
modity which the newspaper has to sell?” 


And the commission goes on further to 
advise that— 


“To make a campaign of paid adver- 
tising. really effective, it should. be con- 
tinued for a considerable period of time— 
at least a year. No business man ex- 
pects to obtain results from the insertion 
of a single advertisement” 


And why should the church not employ 
this modern method of reaching the public?

Chaumont, where there are now American 
soldiers, sealed the fate of Napoleon, for 
it bound all his opponents to fight until he 
was removed from the throne, until there 
was a military victory. 

In the end Napoleon fell because he did 
violence to the principles of nationality, of 
liberty. He denied the Germans a national 
life, just as the Germans are now denying 
the same right to the Slav, the Rumanian, 
the Belgian. He bound selfish German rul- 
ers to himself, Saxon and Bavarian kings, as 
Germany has bound Bulgar and Turk rulers 
to her cause. But on the first military de- 
feat the whole Napoleonic structure col- 
lapsed and the first military defeat came, 
when an enslaved Germany rose against the 
conqueror. 

As long as Germany played with the ques- 
tion of an easstern settlement, ag long as 
she took refuge behind phrases and preten- 
sions, it was difficult to explain to the war 
weary masses of all allied nations exactly 
what the German peril was. The task is 
simplified now, when the German has at 
last made up his mind to follow his own tra- 
dition rather than to attempt to employ the 
color of the tradition of the democratic 
nations. Had he chosen to liberate the Pole, 
the Lithuanian, the Rumanian, the Ukranian 
had he undertaken to set up reaNy free hes 
tional states in the east, had he even pre- 
tended to do this, it would have been diffi- 
cult.to deal with him, having in mind the 
allied purposes with respect of enslaved na- 
tionalities. 

But the German has followed the familiar 
course. Silesia, Poland, Schleswig, Alsace- 
Lorraine; the Austrian, the Pole, the Dane 
and the Frenchman have all, in turn, been 
plundered and annexed to serve the Greater 
German purpose and now we have the most 
colossal of all annexations, and the least de- 
fensible on any claims of national neces- 
sity or legitimate concern. Because he 
wanted to, the German has forcibly annexed 
6,000,000 of people of alien races, against 
their will and in defiance of every principle 
that can be invoked. 


Te Be, ‘or Net te Be, Annexed. 


This German course should enormously 
simplify the task of the western nations. 
We, all of us, French, British, Italian, Amer- 
ican have all now the simple alternative, to 
be annexed or not to be annexed. Although 
we in the United States are comparatively 
remote from the German, he has offered New 
Mexico, Texas, Arizona to the Mexican; Ca}. 
ifornia, Oregon and Washington to the Jap- 
anese, just as he has bestowed the Rumanian 
Dobrudja upon the Bulgarian and Russian 
Armenia upon the Turk.

Tonight's list of 82 articles or classes 
of articles constitutes only those least 
essential, concerning which there was 
little argument. LAsts to follow will 
touch various interests mere closely 
and will not be issued until consulta- 
tion with the trade affected, so that 
there will be a minimum of disorgan- 
ization and loss. The experience of the 
allies has been utilized in devising the 
system of restrictions: 

Prohibition on the importation of 
the articles listed is not absolute, even 
for seaborne traffic, owing to certain 
conditions of commerce which will per- 
mit importation at times without hin- 
drance to the war program. Return 
cargoes from Europe may bring pro- 
hibited articles, provided they can be 
loaded expeditiously and there is cargo 
space. Prohibited articles also can be 
imported by rail from Canada or Mex- | 
ico, when originating in those countries 
or in others where such goods are be- 
ing licensed for import. 

Dfteetive On and After April 15. 

The restrictions are not effective on 
goods shipped prior to April 15. Unit- 
ed States consuls have been instructed) 
not to issue consular invoices on and 
after April 15 for the articles men- 
tioned in the list, without first being 
furnished with the number of the im- 
port license or being given other evi- 
dence of the issuance of such license 
The obligation of furnishing proof is 
placed on the importer. 

In discussing the list, officials 
Stressed the fact that it was aimed at 
no country, but touched all alike, which 
exported any of the articles to 
America. 

Some of the prohibitions will scarce- 
ly be noticed by any one in this coun- 
try, as they affect imports of which 
only a small percentage came from 
overseas. Many of the prohibited arti- 
cles are of bulky nature compared with 


their absolute weight, so that the con- 
servation actually will be greater than

of many long hauls also will serve to 
increase tonnage facilities.

Want Citizenship. 


— — 


Every day during the past week 
there has deen a steady stream of 
soldiers filing through the naturaliza- 
tion office in the federal building. Al- 
though they wear the khaki of Uncle 
Sam, these men who are making appli- 
cation for citizenship papers are aliens. 

There are about 1,800 such men at 
Camp Gordon, and practically all ef 
them are anxious to have it made 
known to the world that they have 
renounced all allegiance to the land 
of their birth and are now heart-and 
soul with Uncle Sam. But there is an- 
other reason for the rush for natural- 
ization papers at the present time The 
army is short of commissioned offi- 
cers and many .of the foreign-born 
privates are qualified to receive com- 
missions except in the matter of their 
birth. 


Aliens Were Barred. 

Away back in 1802 congress passed a law 
reading as follows: 

No alien, who is a native, citizen or 
denizen of any country, state or sovereignty 
with which the United States are at war at 
the time of his application (for citizen- 
ship) shall then be admitted to become a 
citizen of the United States.” 


One of the war department regula- 
tions requires that commissioned offi- 
cers of the army, native-born or nat-. 
uralized, muat be citizens. Scores of 
the men now applying for citizenship 
have been in the army for years and 
their loyalty and patriotism is vouched 
for by the officers under whom they 


have served. Not only have they been 
but re- 
contly some of them have been study- 
ing at the officers’ training school and 
fitting themselves to become officers. 
The military authorities are satisfied 
with their abilities and would grant 
the commissions were it not for the 
legal stumbling block of 1802. 

‘act of 1862, re-enacted as late as 
1906, regarding the status of aliens 
who are in the United States army, 
reads as follows: 

“Any alien, of 21 years or upwards, 
who has enlisted in the armies of the 
United States, either the regular or 
volunteer forces, who has been, or 
may be hereafter honorably discharg- 
ed, shall be admitted to become a eiti- 
zen of the United States upon his pe- 
tition, without any previous declara- 
tion of his intention to become such.” 
This, of course, is contingent upon a 
cag, tg tg with other requirements of 
the law as to character, etc. 


Law Now Pending. 


There is a bill now pending in con- 
gress providing that where soldiers 
who are natives of enemy countries de- 
siré to become citizens, they may do 
#0 on showi an honorable discharge 
and re-enlistment in the armies of this 
country; prove their loyalty and pa- 
triotism and be recommended for citi- 
zenship by their superior officers. It 
is the antjcipation of the passage of 
this act that is now prompting many 
of the foreign-born soldiers to make 
their application for citizenship, which 
cannot be acted upon favorably until 
ninety days have elapsed from the time 
the application is made. They want to 
be ready to receive commissions as 
soon as the law permits them. 

It is on this point in the proceedings 
that judicial opinion splits. Judge 
William T. Newman, of the federal dis- 
trict court for the northern district of 
Georgia, holds that the “time of appli- 
cation” made by a soldier desiring to 
become naturalized is the time that 
he files his application in the office of 
the clerk of the court. 

Some courts have held, contrary to 
this opinion, that the “time of applica- 
tion” is the time the applicant appears 
before the court to be examined as to 
his fitness to become a citizen, which 
may be ninety days after he has made 
his application to the clerk of the 
court. Judge Newman’s opinion, how- 
ever, has the support of such eminent 
jurists as Judge Emory Speer and of

Morning — Contractors 
Want Cash for City Work, 
Says Collier. 


Although no bids for contracts on 
the permanent paving of Peachtree road 


had been received by the public works 


committee late yesterday afternoon, 
members of the committee expected 
that several will be submitted before 
the meeting today at 10 o'clock, at 
which time the bids will be opened. 

There is a possibility of delay in 
completing the repaving of Peachtree 
road from the city limits to Buckhead, 
because of the unusual labor conditons 
and the scarcity of road building ma- 
terial. If no satisfactory bids are re- 
ceived, however, the paving will be 
commenced by the county convicts, as 
was at one time planned. 

Professor R. D. Kneale and W. X. 
Hansell, Jr., will de present when the 
bids are opened. G M Holland, pur- 
chasing agent for the county commis- 
sioners, will also attend the meeting. 

The job has been divided into four 
sections, and it is permissible for con- 
tractors to bid on each or all sections. 
It is hoped by the commissioners that 
satisfactory proposals may be secured. 


Peachtree Street Paving. 

Various causes were assigned at the 
city hall Friday for the faflure of pav- 
ing contractors to make bids on the big 
job of paving Peachtree street from 
the viaduct to Pine street. Some city 
officials who discussed the matter said 
the bidders were all too busy with oth- 
er contracts; others said that none of 
the Atlanta contractors were able to 
finance the job, and some even hinted 
that there was a gentlemen’s agree- 
ment among the contractors that re- 
stricted bidding to one firm. 

H. L. Collier, superintendent of city 
construction work, discounted all these 
reasons and stated that the cause of 
the failure of paving contractors, to 
bid on the Peachtree street job is that 
the contract they are obliged to make 
under the charter amendment for such 
work is not favorable to them. 

“If the contractors knew they would 
get paid in cash for their work we 
would have plenty of bids,” said Mr. 
Collier. “The Constitution printed to- 
day a small item from Augusta, Ga.,” 
he continued, “stating that contracts 
had been awarded by that city for 
street paving at a cost of $285,000 and 
the job was split between two contrac- 
tors. The Peachtree street job amounts 
to less than $100,000, and we got a bid 
for only a part of the work—say, from 
the center of town to Bilis street. 

Get Pay in Cash, 

“Other cities are getting bids on 
their street-paving work, but the con- 
tractors have the assurance that they 
will get paid in cash, or they would not 
be willing to bid. Our charter permits 
us to pay only one-fourth cash and give 
notes on the deferred payments for one, 
two and three years at 7 per cent. A 
three years’ note is not sought for very 
eagerly just now, even if it does pay 7 
per cent. The times are not normal, 
and people with money do not know 


what conditions will arise within the 
next three years that will lessen the 
value of this kind of paper.” 

Mr. Collier illustrated his theory by 
stating that the high cost of material 
and labor made it necessary for con- 
tractors to have their money quickly, 
and in order to get it they would have 
to discount the one, two and three-year 


notes at 5 per cent. When they dis- 


count the notes they also lose the 7 per 
cent interest that accrues to the holder 
of the notes, making a total loss of 12 
per cent. 

Further, he stated that when con- 
tractors make a bid on city paving, this 
12 per cent is certain to be added on to 
their estimate of the cost to protect 
them against loss. Should the city do 
its own paving work, this 12 per cent 
bonus would be saved. 

Friends of Mr. Collier state that he 
would personally prefer to have the 
city do the Peachtree street work, as he 
wants to make a comparison between 
the cost, workmanship and life of pav- 
ing work done by the city and by con- 
tractors, and the paving on Peachtree 
street beyond Pine street was done a 
year ago by contract so that a com- 
parison could be easily made if the city 
should do the work now contemplated. 


Meeting Next Friday. 


No legal action can be taken in the 
matter of Peachtree street paving until 
the next meeting of the street commit- 
tee of council, which will be held next 
Friday. At that time it will be decided 
whether the city will re-advertise for 
bids, authorize Mr. Collier to do the 
work with city labor, or ompromise 
with the Southern Tile and Construc- 
tion company, whose bid covered part 
of the work to be done.

Valdosta, Ga., March 22.—-(Special.) 
The doors of the Southern Bank and 
Trust Co., of this city, were closed to- 
day, following a conference of the offi- 
cers and directors held last night. A 
notice posted on the bank doors this 
morning sets forth that the suspension 
is for the purpose of protecting the 
interests of the depositors, the de- 
termination having been reached that | 
this could best be done by turning the 
affairs of the institution over to the 
state bank authorities for liquidation. 

Unfounded rumors affecting the 
bank’s solvency with a threatened run 
on its resources are given as the cause. 
The. bank's capital stock is $100,000, 
with total resources of $1,803,780.15, 
according to statement rendered the 
state bank examiner on March 18. Its 
resources exceed its liabilities by ap- 
proximately $200,000. The deposits are 
$1,650,000. Loans and discounts are 
approximately $1,100,000. 

The bank’s troubles, it is stated, be- 
gan a few days ago, when a draft 
drawn by it through error on an At- 
lanta bank was turned down. The 
check in question was drawn on the 
wrong bank instead of its regular At- 
lanta correspondent and was turned 
down without explanation or notice. 

Following this came rumors from 
abroad affecting the bank witm a 
threatened heavy loss of business. The 
institutien was given a clean bill by 
the state bank examiner on March 4 
and the sudden crisis in its affairs was 
totally unknown to the public and 
depositors. 

Banks Offered Help. 

It is understood that other banks in 
this city and at Jacksonville offered 
assistance to the Southern and that a 
conference with representatives of the 
other city banks was held last night, 
continuing until 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. However, it was found impos- 
sible to make a thorough investigation 
into the affairs of the institution 
within the time allowed and the direc- 
tors reached the conclusion to turn it 


over to the state bank examiners 

The bank was organized about three 
years ago and 3 ym eal phenomenal- 
ly, its deposits business quickly 
exceeding in volume that of a number 
of the older banks here. Among con- 
servative business men it is believed 
that the bank grew too fast, and that, 
in some instances, it secured business 
which was not as profitable as it 
should have been or was possibly pay- 
ing too high interest on deposits. The 
bank was cit depositary and also 
carried a portion of the county’s ne- 
t car- 
large out-of-town 
deposits, among them one from the 
National Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, amounting to $300,000 or 
more.

IN A CHINESE PROVINCE 


Boston, March 22.—The pneumonia 
2288 which has recently appeared in 

ongolia and that part of the Shang- 
hai-Si province in ina, north of the 

eat wall, has been definitely identi- 
led with the scourge known as the 
“black death” by Dr. Percy T. Watson, 
who is in charge of the work of the 
American board of commissioners for 
foreign misgions at Fenchow.

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THREE GERMANS HELD. 
FOR PLOT AGANST NAVY 


Alleged They Conspired to 
Furnish Defective Gauges 
for Warships. 


Philadelphia, March 22.—Two enemy 
aliens and one naturalized American 
were arrested today and held in heavy 
bail tonight on the charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the government by 
furnishing defective gauges for tor- 
pedoes used on American warships. 

The men under arrest are Fritz 
Bieret, assistant to the general man- 
ager of the United States Gau com- 


pany, of Sellersville, Pa.; William Hein- 
dricks, general foreman, and George 
Schubert, foreman. A fourth man will 
be placed under arrest tomorrow. 
An affidavit, sworn to by a gov- 
ernment agent, says the company is 
engaged in manufacturing gauges for 
the United States government. It was 


set forth that the gauges are subjected 


to an endurance test for the purpose 
of determining whether they complied 
with the requirements of the govern- 
ment contract. 

It is charged that the accused men 
installed secret taps and pumps to the 
gauges with the result that the test 
was defeated. 

The defeat of the tests left some of 
the gauges, which are used to measure 
the air pressure of torpedoes, defective, 
according to government agents. Wheth 
er any of the defective gauges are 
now on torpedoes on board warships, 
government officers could not say. 

Bieret and Schubert came to this 
country six years ago and have taken 
out their first papers. Heindricks, a 
native of Germany, has been naturalis- 
ed twenty-eight years. One of the gov- 
ernment agents said that in making 
the arrest they found a picture of 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg hang- 
ing over Bieret’s bed at his home. 

According to government agents 
there are at least twenty enemy aliens 
still employed at the United States 
Gauge company. 


PERMITS ro REGULATE 
MOVEMENT OF FREIGHT 


New York, March 22.—A permit sys- 
tem to regulate movement of freight 
from interior points to New York, Phil 
adelphia and Baltimore for transfer to 
coastwise shipping will be introduced 
next Monday by the domestic decision 
of the freight traffic committee, North 
Atlantic ports, under direction of the 
eastern regional director of railroads, 
it was announced tonight. 

According to the plan proposed coast- 
wise shipping companies at the three 
ports must obtain the permits from 
the freight traffic committee in New 
York, after giving assurances of abil- 
ity to handle the proposed shipments 
quickly. Then the permits must be sent 
to the consigners before the freight 
will be accepted at the originating 
point. 

The freight traffic committee ex- 
plained that this permit system com- 
pletes its control over all classes of 
freight coming to the three ports. It 
will permit co-ordination of all termi- 
nals, apportionment of railroad facili- 
ties and maximum use of railroad 
equipment, pier and station space and 
lighterage.

MADE BY POPE BENEDICT 


Rome, March 22.—A plea for lasting 
peace is made by Pope Benedict in his 
Easter message to the United States 
which he sends through the Associated 
Press. The message says: 

“The first message of the _ risen 
Savior to His disciples after suffering 
the torture of Passion week was ‘Peace 
be unto you.’

Coast of Mexico. 


A Pacific Port, March 23.— With 
what is declared to be a captured Ger- 
man raider in tow, a United States 
cruiser is expected to reach this port 
Sunday or Monday, according to infor- 
mation given out today by naval offi- 
cers here. 

Wireless messages from the com- 
mander of the cruiser said the cap- 
tured vessel is the Alexander Agassiz, 
for several years in the service of a 
biological institute at La Jolla, Cal. 
The capture was made last Tuesday off 
Mazatlan, / Mexico. 

The Agassiz, according to the war- 
ship’s message, carries an all-German 
crew and been outfitted for service as 
a raider on Pacific commerce. No de- 
tails regarding the amumber of men 
aboard or thé names of the command- 
ing officers have been received. 

The Agassiz, according to federal 
officials, has been a source of much 
trouble for some time and has been 
under suspicion since last clearing 
from San Diego, January 27, 1918. 

The Agassis was sold to the Pacific 
Trading company, three of the prin- 
cipals of whom are said to be from 
San Francisco. The sale was conduct- 
ed through the comptroller of the Uni- 
wersity of California, former owners 
of the craft. According to shipping 
records the Agassiz registered 41 tons, 
is 61 feet in length, has ‘twin screw 
engines, ketch rig and was built in 
San Diego in 1907. 

According to the advices received 
here, the Agassiz, 32 tons net, was cap- 
tured 15 miles off Mazatlan, Mexico, at 
11 o’clock last Tuesday. These late re- 
ports said the Agassiz, flying the flag 
of the imperial German navy, was 
heavily armed and carried a crew of 
five. It did not attempt to engage its 
captor when overhauled. 

The Agassiz was not large enough 
to be used extensively as a raider. Fed- 
eral officials say, however, that it was 
the evident intention of the German 
crew to capture a Pacific mail boat 
running to Panama, outfit it with 
heavier guns than could be mounted on 
the Agassiz, recruit a full crew from 
pro-Germans now living at west coast 
Mexican ports, and then start out on a 
reign of terror. 

The Agassiz, while lying at a berth 
near the Mexican customs wharf at 
Mazatlan was suddenly changed from 
American to Mexican registry. Follow- 
ing her transfer to the Pacific Coast 
Trading and Shipping company, ashe 
sailed Som San Diego January 37, 1917 
for Acapulco. For a time the vessel 
carried oysters from Tobari bay, in the 
Gulf of California, to a floating cannery 
at Magdalena Bay. 

Shortly after the new year, the as- 
siz was tied up at a wharf at Mazatian, 


remaining there until she sailed out 
under the German flag last Tuesday. 


Washington, March 22.— A sixty-foot 
American motorbeat, the Agassiz, 
which sailed from a Mexican port with 
Germans, German flags, rifles and pis- 
tols on board, has been seized at sea 
by an American warship and taken to 
a Pacific port for investigation to de- 
termine whether she wae starting on 
a commerce raiding cruise. . 

After 2897 dispatches had told of 
the seizure of a suspicious craft in the 
Pacific by an American cruiser, the 
navy department tonight issued this 
statement: 

The navy department announced to- 
night that a small American vessel, 
the Agassiz, which sailed from a west 
Mexican port where she had been fit- 
ted out under circumstances which led 
the naval authorities to believe that 
she might be used as an enemy raider, 
has been seized at sea and taken to a 
Pacific port for investigation.
